4) Load the film 


Press the camera back lock 
release button downwards 
and open the back door of the 
camera. Insert the film 
cartridge and pull the leader of 
the film across to the red 
index mark. Close the back 
door and turn the camera ON. 


8 Operating the Autofocus 


Gently half depressing the 
Shutter release button activates 
the focusing system. 


Insert the batteries 


Open the battery compartment 
located on the base of the F60. 
Insert 2x CR128A or DL123A as 
instructed on the inside of the 
battery chamber and close the 
compartment door. 


)Turn the camera to Auto 


Tum the exposure operation 
dial to AUTO. Check that the 
top LCD display is working and 
the battery symbol is not 
flashing empty. The F60 will 
automatically read the film 
speed and advance to frame 1. 


Taking a Picture 


To take a picture fully depress 
the shutter release button. The 
film will automatically advance 
to the next frame. When the 
camera Is being used in 
Autofocus mode the camera 
will not fire unless the lens is 
correctly focused. 


2 Attach the lens 


Line up the lens marker with the 
black dot on the camera lens 
mount. Attach the lens and 
rotate the lens anti-clockwise 
until it securely clicks into place. 
To remove the lens push the 
lens release button and turn the 
lens clockwise. 


(6 Autofocus or Manual? 


Turn the Focusing selector 
switch located on the front of 
the camera to AF for Autofocus 
or M for Manual focus. It is 
recommended to use the 
Autofocus setting until you are 
familiar with the other workings 
of the camera. 


Using the Flash 


(3 Set the lens to its 
minimum aperture 


This is the highest f-number 
marked in orange. 

Then lock the lens aperture in 
place by clicking the 

aperture lock located at the 
side of the lens. 


‘7 Adjusting the Viewfinder 
Dioptre 


A sliding lever lets you adjust 
the dioptre from -1.5 to +1. So 


you can adjust the viewfinder to 


suit your vision. 


The viewfinder is High-Eyepoint 
meaning that spectacle wearers 


can comfortably view the entire 
finder up to 17mm away. 


Focus 


The markings in-the centre ot the frame are the focusing 
brackets, The brackets are used for targeting the autofocus. 


The following steps demonstrate how and why to use Autofocus lock,
